Young  Folks 
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FROM  OUR  PULPIT 

The  congregaton  present  in  the  Synagogue 
Friday  evening,  February  10th,  was  treated  to 
a  delightful  description  by  Rabbi  Steinberg  of 
Lincoln  as  revealed  in  literature  generally  and 
in  Robert  E.  Sherwood's  play,  "Abe  Lincoln  in 
Illinois"  in  particular.  Quoting  from  Vachel 
Lindsay,  Witter  Bynner,  Solomon  Schechter,  Carl 
Sandburg  and  Robert  Sherwood,  Rabbi  Steinberg 
revealed  the  many  facets  of  Lincoln's  personality, 
especially  his  warm  humanity.  "Most  great  men," 
Rabbi  Steinberg  said,  "are  either  so  cold  and 
Olympian  as  to  be  beyond  the  reach  of  other 
humans,  or  so  frenzied  and  maniacal  as  to  be 
incredible.  The  special  love  which  men  through¬ 
out  the  world  have  felt  for  Lincoln  arises  from 
the  fact  that  through  his  greatness  there  breathes 
a  deep  humanity. 

Professor  Shalom  Spiegel,  distinguished  author, 
Jewish  scholar  and  lecturer,  occupied  the  pulpit 
as  guest  preacher  on  Friday  evening,  February 
17th.  His  theme,  "The  Journeys  of  the  Children 
of  Israel,"  was  a  vivid  portrayal  of  the  factors 
behind  the  continuous  migration  of  the  Jewish 
people  and  of  the  spiritual  products  of  that 
process.  Dr.  Spiegel  appeared  through  the 
auspicies  of  the  Committee  on  Adult  Education.

FROM  THE  LETTERS  OF  OUR 
NEW  RABBI 

There  has  been  so  much  interest  expressed 
in  the  two  German  rabbis  whom  the  congregation 
has  called  to  serve  as  associate  ministers  that 
The  Scroll  prints  the  following  excerpts  from  two 
letters  received  from  Rabbi  Erwin  Zimet.  Rabbi 
Zimet  is  at  present  in  an  internment  camp  in 
Zbasyn,  Poland.  In  a  letter  of  January  13th, 
Rabbi  Zimet  writes  as  follows: 

"It  is  a  strange  and  exciting  feeling  for  me  to 
accept  a  call  from  a  congregation  of  which  I 
know  nothing  but  concerning  which  I  have  had 
the  most  favorable  reports.  I  have  by  now 
spent  three  months  in  the  camp  at  Zbasyn.  In 
that  time  I  have  desired  nothing  so  much  as  an 
opportunity  for  creative  activity.  Needless  to 
say,  conditions  here  are  really  terrible.  My  only 
desire  is  to  cease  vegetating  and  to  take  on  again 
meaningful  duties." 

In  a  letter  dated  January  29th,  Rabbi  Zimet  ex¬ 
plains  the  difficulties  involved  in  effecting  his 
migration.  He  writes,  "Once  again  I  promise  to 
carry  out  faithfully  and  with  devotion  whatever 
duties  may  be  assigned  to  me.  It  is  my  sincere 
hope  that  I  may  help  in  the  development  of 
the  religious  understanding  and  Jewish  loyalties 
of  the  congregation  to  which  I  am  being  called." 

The  Scroll  will  publish  news  as  soon  as  it  is 
received  of  the  time  of  arrival  of  Rabbi  Zimet 
and  also  of  Dr.  Paul  Rieger.  Plans  are  already 
afoot  for  a  reception  on  the  part  of  the  member¬ 
ship  to  both  rabbis  as  soon  as  they  are  in  our 
midst.
